“The community should not wait 
for men to run for office, but should 
draft strong men into the public ser­ 
vice,” he said. 
“ It has grown a cus­ 
tom to accept most any m an whd puts 
himself into the field. 
The people 
generally wait until some m an 
an­ 
nounces himself as a candidate. 
In­ 
stead, the public should take a per­ 
sonal interest in its representation a t 
the seat of governm ent. 
Groups of 
men interested at h eart in th e w el­ 
fare of the state should seek out good 
men and urge them to stand for pub­ 
lic office. 
It s a big job for a big 
man, this m atter of representing a 
community in a legislature, and ev­ 
ery man should be willing to sacri­ 
fice his own affairs for the com m u­ 
nity good. 
They should have m eet­ 
ings in their halls and schoolhous­ 
es and discuss men 
and 
m easures, 
then go out and urge public spirit­ 
ed men to lay aside their private af­ 
fairs for a time and go as their rep­ 
resentative. This is the highest hon­ 
or for service— to represent a com­ 
m unity of Wisconsin in its law m ak ­ 
ing body. 
Now Time to Act 
“The legislature makes appropria­ 
tions. 
They are passed by both hous. 
es. The money belongs to th e peo­ 
ple. 
No more im portant service can 
be rendered to the public th an for 
men of capacity and vision to work 
for the public welfare in places of 
public tru st like m em bership in sen­ 
ate or assembly. 
“ This m atter should be considered 
and acted upon now, th at the com­ 
bined wisdom of the com m unity may 
be centered on the coming candida­ 
cies. to the end that we have a very 
strong body of men to deal with state 
problem s.”
